Fair Slaves from Abyssinia, 
From the New York Sun. 

The only warfare in which the Mahdists 
have recently been successful, is that against 
King John, of Abyssinia. There is no doubt 
of the death of King John and the defeat with 
great slaughter of his forces. The insulting 
letter to QJueen Victoria that Khalifa Abdul- 
lah recently sent to Cairo, was accompanied 
by proofs of his victory over the Abyssinians, 
including the very letter the queen had sent to 
King John overa year ago. The news now 
comes that the Mahdists have turned western 
Abssyinia into a desert, have killed thousands 
of the people and dragged other thousands 
into captivity. Anarchy,has succeeded such 
governmentas King JOMn gave his people, 
and the prostrate country is at the mercy of 
the invaders. 

The region that has been laid waste is the 
most charming partof Abyssinia, forin the 
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gradual descent from the lofty table lands to | 


the warm, low valleys leading toward Khar- 
toum and Nubia the floria becomes more lux- 
uriant and beautiful. On the route to Khar- 
toum is Galabat, famous as the great slave 
market of the eastern Soudan. 
the Soudanese, in their slave-catching exvedi- 
tions against the hated Christians of the high- 
lands, bring their taains of beautiful Abyssin- 
ian girls and sell them to dealers, who make a 
business of supplying the haremsof Khar- 
toum, Kassala and Mecca, Only two or three 
travelers have been able to discribe the busy 
and pitious spectacle in the slave booths of 
Galabat, which is all the more interesting 
and deplorable because tho victims are girls, 
torn from their mountains to live like caged 
birds behind the lattices of harems from the 
Nile to Mecca. They are as highly prized by 
the lords of the harem as the famous beauties 
of Circassia. Dr. Junker, in the 
travels he is now publishing, tells of the 
beauty of many of these maidens and adorns 
his volume with well-executed engravings of 
some of them. 

Even while the Soudan was under Egyptian 
control, the harem trafic at Galabat thrived, 
and we can easily imagine that since this last 
disastrous war the town has beenin the hey- 
day of its prosperity. Mr. De Cosson, who vis- 
ited Galabat some years ago, said that the 
merchants sat smoking beside the booths that 
concealed their slaves from public view. 
When customers appeared a piece of cotton 
cloth was thrown over the head of each girl, 
which concealed her features until it was her 
turn to be inspected. ‘Many of these 
young girls,’’ he wrote, ‘are very beautiful. 
Their color 1s often not darker than that of a 
Spanish gypsy, their features are smail and 
delicate, their forms proportioned like a Greek 
statue, and their eyes large and 
trous,”’ A few years age one 
of these fair prisoners in Jeddah threw herself 
from a window to the pavement below, pre- 
ferring death to captivity. No doubt when 
they gaze from their prisons upon the hot 
sands of Arabia the thought of their own 
green mountains only agyravates their un- 
happy lot. 

The highlanders of Abyssinia are a brave 
and intelligent people, and it is to be hcned 
that they will nét long be the helpless victims 
of anarchy at home and of the pitiless follow- 
ers of Islam, who surround their mountains. 
A far worse fate might befall them than to 
become the subjects of King Menelek, the 
powerful ruler of Shoa, who claims to have 
succeeded King John, though that ruler dis- 
posed of his throne by will to one of his rela- 
tions. The news is highly signiticant that the 
Italians have advanced from Massowah and 
seized Keren, on the lovely plateau of north- 
ern Abyssinia. King John’s belief that they 
meant to raise their flag over this district led 
him to make war upon the Italian forces. If 
the cable report is true, they have improved 
the opportunity afforded by Abyssinia’s pres- 
ent Weakness to acquire the fertile region, 
which alone can make Massowah worth pus- 
sessing. 


Past and Present. 
Philip Gilbert Hamerton in Scribner’s, 

The nature of every man is so mysterious, 
so immeasurable andjunfathomable, that} what 
seems to others the narrowest mental organi- 
zation may contain within itself unexpected 
resources. This is the hidden cause of the in- 
variable appearance of great men in times of 
national trial and disturbance. Atsuch times, 
quiet, unpretending individuals come to the 
front by the forces of natures that formerly lay 
concealed within them, and they win fame, 
perhaps immortal fame, like Cromwell, Grant, 
Lincoln, for qualities that would scarcely have 
attracted notice in common life and in ordi- 
nary times. The fact of such appearances of 
great men ought to warn us all against the 
presumption of setting bounds to 
future of anyone, except in such mat- 
ters where technical excellence is a necessity. 
If a man cannot play the 
(we may safely predict that he will never be- 
come an accomplished violinist, but where 
there is no technical obstacle the limits cannot 
be fixed. Scott fell into novel writing accident- 
ally, anda very trivial circumstance (a search 
for fishing tackle that made him stumble upon 
the unfinished manuscript of ‘‘Waverly’’) 
caused him to resume it after a tirst abandon- 
ment. George Eliotspent her timein trans- 
lating German philosophical books, not at all 
suspecting the existence of her own gift as a 
novelist, until Lewes urged her to make ex- 
periments. A possible external cause in either 
of these cases would have left the gift dormant 
forever. If Byron had not appeared Scott 
would have remained the first poet, so he 
would not have turned to prose; for Shelley 
and Keats counted for hardly anything in 
thoxe days, and Wordsworth was unpopular. 
If Miss Evans had married a rich, ordinary 
man that intellect side of her nature would 
have overshadowed the artistic, and she would 
never have been anything more than a student 
and expounder of philosephy. 

Unthinking people express an astonishment 
at examples of this kind which isin itself un- 
reasonable. They think it very surprising 
that anyone should succeed in a pursuit for 
which he bas not been trained; but that never 
happens. The training, the preparation has 
always been there in concealed forms. The 


natural gift of the novelist is invention of the | 


story-telling kind, the training required is only 
the use of language and some study of litera- 
ture ; the materials are amassed by observing 
actual life. Both Scott and George Eliot had 
been students of literature, and were already 
practiced writers before they attempted the 
novel. They had observed much, and there- 
fore all that remained to be tested was the 
presence of invention. Nobody everdid any- 
thing without the necessary education. Peo- 
nle sometimes foolishly wonder how Mr. Bright 
could be such a fine orator without a classical 
training; they forget thathe had advandages 
which Cicero sud Demosthenes lacked. 
He kvew by heart all the great 
speeches in Shakspeare and Milton, 
aud as for language, he studied the 
finest English wherever it waa to be found. 
His linguistic educatian was at least equal (in 
reference to his own time) tothat of an an- 
cient Greek, yet foolish people jook upon Johp 


| Bright as an ignorant genius, while they con- 
sider ciecmeatinete educated. When B ht 
Rochdale, he 
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access to the artistic elementin literature, and 
it was the love of poetry that gavethe artistic 
ciement to his own speeches, and raised them 
to the height of oratory. 

There is an awful truth that impresses itself 
upon us on growing old, and that is how mar- 
velously our own past is continually coming 
back tous. The offort and the neglect, the 
Virtues and the vices, of thirty or forty years 
ago are telling with irresistible power on the 
occupations and interests of toduy. Whatever 
other people may think about the novelty and 
(to them) the unexpectedness of what we do, 
each of us well knows that the action of today 
is built upon his own near or distant past. 
There is an odd contradiction in this between 
our own knowledge and the surprise o/ others. 
They all associate us with certain limitations 
Which they themselves have made for us. 
hey would bind us down to their own lim- 
ited Knowledge of our knowledge. 

Energy in Old Age. 
From the New York Tribure 

Dr. Roose must have had Mr. Gladstone and 
M. Chevreul in mind when he recommended 
mental.sctivity asa means of promoting lon- 
gevity, Thereis a popular illusion that sys- 
tematic intellectual! effort must be avoided by 
men who have passed the climacteric or mid- 
dle age and are desirous of prolonging life to 
advanced years. Dr. Roose, in his interesting 
articlein ‘‘The Fortnightly Review,’’ contends 
that it is a great mistake to suppose that men- 
tal inactivity is conducive tolongevity. He 
finds abundant evidence for concluding that 
the more the intellectual faculties are used in 
old age the greater is the probability of their 
lasting; that mental powers will rust out 
through idleness long before they will wear 
out in persistent use, and that even memory 
can be preserved unimpaired to the close of an 
octogenarian’s life. The phenomenal activity 
of Mr. Gladstone in his eightieth year and M. 
Chevreul’s retention of mental vigor almost to 
the close of his 103d year, are remarkable 
illustrations of the accuracy of these assertions. 
Their intellectual energies, so far from 
impairing vital force, have seemed to stimu- 
late it. 

Mr. Gladstone’s mental robustness at an ad- 
vanced age proves also that the exhausting 
strain of English parliamentary life ean read- 
ily be borne ifa public man have a deciecd 
bent for literary pursuits and be able to impart 
freshness and Variety to his intellectual life. 
The veteran statesman has the responsibili- 
ties of political leadership, late hours at West- 
minster and the drudgery of public business; 
but he has been for sixty yearsa laborious and 
systematic student of literature, fiuance, his- 
tory, theology and science, and has constantly 
been at work iu his library. Instead of spend- 
ing a green old age at the whist table, as 
Talleyrand advised aged statesmen to do, he 
employs his leisure in translating Italian 
poetry,: in reviewing agnostic novels, in ana- 
lyzing Homeric mythology, and in contribut- 
ing his best thought to the controversies of the 
day. Literary activity instead of fatiguing 
refreshes and invigorates him. Instead of 
wearing him out it seems to keek him alive.

Widows and Widowers. 
From the New York Sun. 

There are over 800,000 more widows than 
widowers in England. In France forevery 100 
widowers there are 1'4 widows. 

These facts lead the Westminster Review 
to treat the growing disposition of men to 
marry late in life as a very serious evil of 
modern socicty. Such men usually marry 
younger women, who, in the natural order of 
things, may be expected to survive them. 
Even where widowers enter again into matri- 
mony, they do not often take for wives women 
of 4 corresponding or an approximately corre- 
sponding age, but young maidens, who are 
likely to be fot widows. 

The greater longevity of women has induced 
some philosophers to advise that, on the con- 
trary, the wife should be older than the hus- 
band, and there have been some notable mar- 
riages where that was the case. The Baroness 
Burdette-Coutts and Madame de Stael, for in- 
stance, were much olderthan the men they 
married. Butthe law of nature commonly 
stands in opposition to such _ unions, 
though it denied 


cannot be 

that the woman with whom a lad 
first falls in love is very apt to be much bis 
senior. He would marry her if she would 
have him for a husband, but she looks on him 
as a mere boy, and usually refuses to take bis 
love seriously. The natural tendency of 
women to marry older men seems to be as 
strong as it is for men to marry younger 
women, else the amorous lads would receive 
an amount of encouragement which might put 
the average supcriority in ages on the side of 
the brides. 

Nature, therefore, arranges all that in a way 
from which it cannot be diverted by any review 
article. We agree, however, that it is best for 
the man and for the race that heshould marry 
early if he is to marry at all. Any great dis- 
parity of age between husband and wife is a 
misfortune. It is better for them to grow old 
together, so that in the usual course of nature 
the man and the woman will reach the end 
without apy great difference in time between 


them. - 


Physico-Mental Truining. 
Rev. E. E. Hale, in the Cosmopolitan. 

Sloyd is the name given to the Swedish 
method of manual training. Already it has 
been introduced into some of the best of our 
industrial schools, and the result has been 
satisfactory. This method asserts that sym- 
metrical physical development is a means of 
symmetrical mental development, and it aims 
at the acquisition of general manual dexterity. 
It e@ucates the right and left band alike. 
Sloyd claims as a result that a taste for and 
love of good work, as well as a respect for 
manual work, is instilled, while the hand and 
eye are being trained; and also that the think- 
ing powers and moral perceptions are trained 
in babits of order, exactuess, cleanliness, atten- 
tion and industry. 

An object once begun is always completed. 
The most careful, exact construction of each 
article is required. The use of various tools 
necessitates many postures, and gives rise to 
much thought in the exact copying of the de- 
sign. Each article must be worked from some 
design or model, and when finished must be 
useful. There is no haphazard work in Sloyd. 
No painting or polishing is allowed, and care 
and skill become strictly necessary. The ar- 
ticle must bé honest work. The method begins 
with articles extremely simple. The knife is 
then used as the principal tool, and the models 
should be so easy to copy that the child does 
not become weary. Gradually, models which 
require more time and tools are given.

OLD TIMES IN TENNESSEE. 
The Duel Between Sevier and Jackson Re- 
called—Jackson a Natural Gentleman, 
From the Nashville American. 

On the records of the court of Sumner coun- 
tv, Tennessee, for the year 1795. there is this 
entry: 

‘The court thanks Andrew Jackson for his 
brave conduct.” 

There is no information concerning what Mr 


Jackson did to deserve thanks in this form, at | 


least at the court in question. “Old Joe 
Guild,’’ a prominent lawyer and state charac- 
ter, who died a few years ago, removed from 
that county to Nashville. He used to relate 
that when he grew up and became a Jackson 
man there were still magistrates living of the 
1795 period. Of them he inquired concerning 
this entry. It seems that the county court had 
the trial of misdemeanors. A gang of bullies 
defied the court, juries and _ sheriff, and per- 
sisted in terrifying the surrounding country. 
They were indicted by the grand jury, but 
came into court and declared that they would 
not be tried, that it was against the laws of na-

What They Are Good for Besides Lumber 
and Fuel—Treasurers of the Hail and the 
Kain, and Trustces of the Growing Crops 


‘Hast thou entered into the treasures of the 
snow or hast thou seen the treasures of the hail, 
wiich I] have reserved against the time of troubie, 
Against the day of battle and war? * * * to tat 
isfy ihe desolate and waste ground and to cause the 
bud of the tender herb to spring forth.’ 

“Hath the raina father,or who hath begotten 
he drops of dew? Out of whose womb came the 
ice and the hoary frost ofheavyen, who hath gen 
dered it?’ 

About one-third of the dry land of the earth 
is covered witligorest; what is it for? 

For fuel and lumber a much smaller area, 
well guarded, would suffice. The myriad 
beauties of the woods are not all condemned 
to the crue] mercies of the sawmill or to the 
persistent sacrilege of the woodman. 

Poetry and economy meetin the forest. Did 
you ever notice op a summer morning that the 
grass, the plants and the leaves seer to catch 
allthe dew, asif natureintended to give refre sh- 
ment only to the green things of. the earth’ 
The bare ground is dry as powde r while the 
greensward is bathed in dew. With poetic 
economy nature provides.that plants shall 
draw upon themselves the refreshment they 
crave and that the trees, when they lift up 
their leaves to heaven, shall not cry in vain 
for moisture. 

But it is

to every living thing, and here are the 
forests, great fixed spo: that catch 
the water before it runs away 
to the sea or is whisked. off by the winds. 
Rising through the trees it becomes their life 
blood, and is afterward released by evapora- 
tion to replenish the moisture of the air.

usury of the forest, and returning it with .in- 
crease at convenient times. 

The forest resists evaporation and doles out 
its moisture to the winds. In the open field 
evaporatiol 1 is seven times as fast as from the 
ground in a litter covered fore Tho litter 
holds moisture-for the trees, and they give it 
tothe air after it has contributed to their 
life. When tho open field is dry, 
the leaves of the forest are re- 
plenishing the moisture of the and re- 
newing the rain. 

It isa part of the work of the forest to call 
down the rain. Every one knows how verdure 
cools the air. Grassis often ten degrees cooler 
than the air a few feet above it. This is why 
we have frost when the temperature of 
the air is in the forties. Two weeks 
aKO there was _ § frost at Cartersville 

nen the thermometer read forty degrees, 
but the frost proved that the te mper ature was 
not over 42 in the grass. The rapid radiation 
of green things cools the air about them, and 
causes the deposit of frost and dew. In the 
same way, but on @ larger seale, the forest 
cools the air and helps to bring about the con- 
traction which causes the precipitation of 
ie Forests help to contract the great sponge

The burning days and cold 
nights of the desert show how forests 
moderate ihe extremes of heat 
cold intoan equable and salubrious cli- 
inate ‘he more we study the woods the 
more we value them, the more we condemn 
the waste of humbermen, the more we see the 
need of strong measures to preserve our trees 
with all their genial influences. 

In the deep hush of the woods there is a 
murmur against the profligacy of the vagrant 
winds, a warning to the sacrilegious foot, a 
crashing protest atthe approac h of the pro- 
fane sawmill, but all in vain, the destruction 
goes oh, and mile by mile the forests are cut 
away. First the forests are cut away, and 
then the hills. Water unhindered by woods 
transforms the smooth hillsides into seamed 
and .craggy buttresses, thén it cuts deep 
crevices in them, and finally their peaks 
crumble and fall away. 

Think of the erosion of the past where 
ty 084 ——_ feet in places have been cut 
away by the ceaseless action of water. Think 
of the furt! ier effect of this leveling on the cli- 
mate when the face of the earth, with neither 
mountain or torest to conserve it, shall become 
a desert that will alternately freeze 
and burn. It would take ages to bring this 
about but once the forests are gone the pro- 
rress of destruction would be steady and noth- 
ing but a replanting would stop it. 

In the region of the old Roman empire in the 
Mediterranean countries trees are scarcer than 
in other parts of Europe, except the British 
isies, Where the surround: ug ocean supplies 
abundant moisture, though the dense popula- 
tion has cut off almost all the forest. The 
long abosde s of civilization are almost treele ss 
and it is generally supposed that in primitiy 
tines when the demands of men upon the 
forest were not near so great as now, almost 
the whole face of the dry land was covered 
with trees. 

In the Chinese empire and iw India the 
cestruction of forests has brought about terri- 
bie tioods like that of last year, which caused 
the loss of thousands of lives, and in our own 
country it is continually demonstrated that 
he floods grow worse with the destruction of 
the forests. ‘The e xperience of the whole 
world shows the same result, and vet in most 
of the world there is no check to the evil. 

\t last, however, a succession of disastrous 
fivods in this country as well as in other parts 
of the world, has brought the matter before 
tlie people in such a tragic way that thev begin 
to ask what shall be done to save the forests. 
Germany. France and other European coun- 
tries have well organized systeins of protec tive 
forest cuiture, and re entiy a practical plan 
lias been presented for the United States by 

“Garden and Forest.’ 

It is proposed that all the forests of the pub- 
le domain be put under the ce the 
army, aud that a national school of forestry 
be established by the federal government. This 
would put the government forests under con- 
trol of a finely € ‘ \ipped body of engineers 

in the pay of the govetnment.

The detail is Captain James O. Kane, Com- 
manuder G. W. Summer, Paymaster Arthur 
Burtis, Paymaster D. A. Smith, Commander 
J Mathon, lLieutenant~ Commander Lillie, 
Lieutenant Commander Condeyn, Lieutenant 
Tremain, Captain @ Reid, U. 8. M. C. as 
judge advocate. The court is ordered to try 
Paymaster H. R. Smith, late of Essex, on the 
charge of absenting himself without leave on 
the return of his vessel from a long cruise. It 
was Smith whose mysterious disappearance 
caused a general search to be made for him 
under the supposition that he had met with 
foul play. 

The case of Ensign George F. Ormsby, 
which was finally disposed of today, by his 
dismissal from the nayal service, is the first 
occurring ina number of years which has had 
that result. Ormsby was re; garded in the ser- 
Vice as a “‘sea lawyer,’’ and had greatly vexed 
the department by his lawsuit and erratic con- 
duct. The formal charges upon @hich be was 
tried by court-martial were th sobedience 
of orders and disrepect towards th® secretary 
and acting secretary of the navy. It appears 
from the record that when he was ordered 
from Richfield Springs and later. from Cin- 
cinnati to join the Monongahela, then un- 
der orders to, proceed to Samoa, he 
plead illness, and when the. department 
refused to acce pt this excuse, disregarded his 
orders, proceeded south and asked to have his 
resignation accepted. 

In some of lis letters addressed to the secre- 
tary of the navy he complains that he was 
being humiliated contrary to the Revised 
Statutes, and requests the secretary either to 
leave the decision of his case to the ciyil court, 
where he had begun an action looking toa rec- 
tification of his orders, or to  courtmartial. 
Subsequently he was found at Los Angeles, 
Cala., placed under arrest and conveyed to 
Mare Island, where he was tried by court- 
martial. [n one of his letters Orms- 
by said Commodore Harmony, acting 
secretary, had made untrue and scandalous 
statements about his ease, which were con- 
trived toserve as false evidence before the 
medical board. This failing of its purpose 
the ensign next attacked Sec ret ary Whitney, 
directly ch: argipg him with neglect or omission 
to carry out the Jaws and regulations and with 
stopping him from prosecuting his lawsuit to a 
just conclusion by ordering him away from the 
country. Of all thee harges and specifications 
the court martial found him guilty, and upon 
the secretary’s approval of the sentence the 
president today formally dismissed Ensign 
Orimsbey from the naval service.

Jounstown, Fa., June 15.—Major Phillips's 
dynamiters have had Jolnstown in a state of 
nervous terror all the day, and this evening 
General Manager. John Fulton, of the Cam- 
bria Iron company, dictated a forcible protest 
to Governor beaver, stating that the mills and 
offices of the company were being ruined by the 
blasts; that Adjutant-General Hastings had 
paid no attention to two requests for its dis- 
continnance, and that the state would be held 
responsible for any further damage done. The 
message was filed in the telegraph office with 
instructions that it be put upon the wire as 
soon as another biast was fired. In the mean- 
time Adjutant-General Hastings had gained 
communication with Major Phillips, and 

AN ORDER TO DISCONTINUE BLASTING 
went into effect. The message did not go to 
th® covernment but General Manager Fulton 
showed it to the associated press reporter and 
Said: 

“T do not hold General Hastings responsible 
for thisdynamiting. Itis the height of non- 
sense, however, to make such heavy Diasts so 
near valuable buildings. My superintendent 
reports that the damp walls of the mills are 
giving away under the shocks, and here in my 
own office the ceiling has opened a quarter of 
an inch within the past three hours.

Increasing the Taxes of the Alabama Great 
Southern and East and West Roads, 

Judge James T. Nisbet, Messrs. J. C. Fain 
and A. J, Orme’ the assessors appointed by Governor 
Gordon to inspect the Alabama Great Southern and 
East and West road of Alabama, have filed thetr re¢ 
port at the capitol. 

The roads returned their property in Georgia ata 
total of $420,639.90. The assessors’ returns foot up 
$613,605.10, showing a diflerence of $156,005.20, 
which amounts to an increase of nearly thirty-three 
and one-third per cent on the two properties. 

The return of the Euvst and West rvad 
was $161,955.99. The assessors value it at $217,125.05 
or $55,170.05 more. It was found that this road had 
falled to return its own telegraph line. The assess- 
ors Value ft at $1,359. 

The Alabama Great Southern’s return was $254,< 
634, while that of the a-sessors was $)/7,479.15, of 
$131,795.15 increase. This assessment of both roads 
is less than that made by the states of Alabama 
and Tennessee on the same properties,

NOT HELP WOOLFOLKA 
CASE. 
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The Curious Story He Tells Aout His Move- 
ments—The General News of the Central 
City Gathered Up. 

Macon, Ga., June 15.—[{Special.]—The no- 
toricus Jack DuBose was carried to Perry last 
bight by Detective Wilson, at the direction of 
Captain John C. Rutherford, to be used asa 
witness in the Woolfolk trial, but your corres- 
pondent cannot imagine any benetit he will be 
to Woolfolk, judging by the story he told your 
correspondent just. before his departure for 
Perry, in regard toJ his past movements 
and what he intended to swear at the trial, if 
he was put on the stand. 

The uegro swears that he is 
original Jack DuBose who 
arrested in Cherokee county by Sheriff Kitch- 
ens shortly after the Woolfolk murder. He 
does not attempt to conceal hig indentity. Du- 
Bose is either actaally crazy, or he is -playing 
a part for effgct. Heisa lunatic or a good 
actor. VPerhaps his true character will be 
revealed on the witness stand at Perry today. 

The story Du bose telis, is as follows, as 
briefiy as possible: 

‘I was born in Georgia. I was sent to the 
chaingang five years for watching for some peo- 

lew hile:they tired the house of Judge Pottle,at 
Varrenton. I was working in the chaingang 
below Macon on a railroad when my sentence 
expired, in the summerof1ss7. I walked 
through the country, going towards Monroc 
county. y fie at the Woolfalk place a day 
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or two bef@Stlie killing, and kept in hiding 
most of the time, and was fed by soine 
negroes, who brought my meals to my 
hiding piace. Onthe Friday morning before 
the Saturday morning on which the Wooltolks 
were killed I was with Tom Woolfolk and saw 
him takeadriuk of whisky. Healso had some 
in a flask.’’ 

‘The killing oecurred several hours before 
day. 1 was in the yardof the Woolfolk house 
at the time of the murder.’”’ 

“What were you doing there at that time of 
night, two or three hours before day,’’ asked 
your correspondent. . 

‘*l went to the orchard to get some apples;’’ 
replied DuBose, and continuing said: “I saw 
Green Lockett’s wife and another negro enter 
the house by the back door which Tom Wool- 
folk unlocked for them, and they he!p do the 
killing. Isaw Tom Woolfolk jump through 
the window, and he passed so close by me 
where I was behind the bush, that I could 
have touched him.” 

“Why didn’t you speak to Woolfolk?” 
asked your correspondent. 

“No, sir. He would have knocked me in 
the head like he did his folksand carried me 
in the house and laid me down among all them 
dead people, and then swear that I had done 
the killing, and he attacked and killed me.”’ 

‘But, Jack, it is said that you did the kill- 
ing. 

‘‘No, sir. Ifanyvone down there at Perry 
tries to wake out that IL killed them Woolfolks, 
I will pick up a chair and kill the judge and 
anybody else that troubles me.”’ 

“What became of you after the kiiling, 
Jack ?”’ 

‘*‘T left dem parts and walked up into north 
Georgia and was arrestea in Cherokee and 
then was sentto Atlanta. Mr. Walker saw 
me in Atlanta and had my picturetaken. He 
told me I had better skip away as fast as I 
could. I told Sheiff Kitchens that I was in the 
Woolfolk yard on the night of the murder and 
saw Tom Woolfolk jump out the window. 
When I was released from prison 1 wandered 
all about the country and finally landed in 
Pickens county, Alabama, Iwent to work for 
a fellow on a farm near Carrollton and stopped 
work, and I was arrested for vagrancy and 
put in jail. One day Sheriff Hudgins re- 
ceived a letter from Detective Shackelford, 
which contained my picture that Mr. Walker 
had taken when I was in the Cherokee jail. 
Detective Shackelford’s letter also told about 
the Woolfolk murder, and Sheriff Hudgins 
compared the picture to my face and saw that 
the description given by Detective Shackelford 
suited me, and he said he would keep me in 
jail until he heard from Macon, and I was 
brought here and haye been guarded by Detec- 
tives Wilson and Shackelford. 

“Jack, how did you say Tom Woolfolk 
killed his people,’’ asked your correspondent. 

“He blew them up with dynamite,” an- 
swered the negro. 

Is DuBose crazy oris he simply playing a 
part? The general belief is that the uegro is 
mentally unsound. 


THE TRIAL IN PERRY. 
Evidence to Be All in 
An Absent Witness 

Perry, Ga., June 15.—[{Special.]—Court 
opened at 5:50. Judge Miller asked about 
Wituess O’Connor. 

Sheriff Cooper said that he could not be 
found. 

Soliciter Felton said he did not know that 
O©’Connor absconded, but that he became 
alarmed yesterday, and he thought pressure 
had been brought to bear upon him, disclaim- 
ing any intimation that the pressure came 
from the defense or any individualin court. 
Witness apprehended arrest. 

Judge Miller announced that O’Connor ap- 
proached him yesterday, and asked him to be 
recalled; that he would swear he was mis- 
taken when he identified Woolfolk. He told 
him he was too late, 

Dr. C. A. Butner testified. Knew E. D. 
O’Connor. Both live at Stark, Ga. Nesuch 
manas J.P. H. Jonesin Butts county. Had 
conversation with O’Connor about his testi- 
mony. Said he knew nothing about 
Woolfolk. Staid at night at Woolfolk’s 
place before the killing, and they wanted him 
toswear that Tom was not crazy. Witness 
had seen a letterto J. P. H. Jones about an 
important witness. O’Connor saw the letter, 
stating that O’Connor’s first wife is living. 
Did not advise O’Connor to leave yesterday, 
that a warrant for him was coming. O’Connor 
said yesterday he was mistaken about staying 
all nightat Captain Woolfolk’s. It wasanother 
Woolfolk. 

The letter to Jones was shown the solicitor. 

Cross—Wasn’t known at Stark that O’Con- 
nor had married before marrving the present 
wife, but had said to his last wife that he had 
trouble with a woman, and there was a bov. 
He told witness he had entered suit for divorce 
from his tirst wife, heard she was dead by let- 
ter, and stopped the suits. 

A letter to Jones from Felton, a letter from 
Jones and from O’Connor to Felton were 
‘ma in evidence. Thetwo last were declared 

y_ experts to be from the same person 
and acknowledged by the state to have been 
written by O’Connor, showing he sought to 
become a witness for the state. 

Then followed explanations on each side as 
to how the information had been received. 

The defense said they had nothing to do 
with the prosecution of O'Connor. 

THE EVIDENCE RESUMED. 

P. H. Cowan cailed—Said O’Connor ap- 
proached him yesterday afternoon and said he 
misrepresented on the stand, and wanted to 
fixitright. Rutherford did not ask the right 
questions. If called back, he would say he 
didn’t recognize Tom Woolfolk as the man 
who made the threats. 

The solicitor offered to withdraw the testi- 
mony of O’Connor, as the state didn’t want 
anything doubtful. 

The defense objected, and it remains in. 

Nancy Bird, a negro, testified that she was 
at the Woolfoolk place the night of the mur- 
der, Reached there before sundown Friday. 
Spent the night in Green Lockett’s hc use. 
Green was there at supper, bat went out 
directly after, and didn’t come bick until late. 
Witness heard screrms, a dog howling and 
another screaming. Green came ipto his 
house just aiter the first screaming and lay 
down across the bed. Then heard Tom cal! 
Lockett, and tell him somebody had broken 
into the house and killed his father and moth- 
er. Green gotup and sat down in the door. 
Witness was in the big room, 
Green came in, Green sent little Green after 
Mr. Yates, telling what Tom said.

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New York’s “Bucket-Shop” Law. 

Governor Hill has signed the bucket-shop 
bill, and it is now a law, but it is a law 
that cannot be enforced. The managers of 
the bucket-shops are ingenious, and they 
know how to evade a law that was not 
framed to put down stock gambling, but 
merely to consolidate it in Wall street. 

The men and the newspapers that are 
complaining about the demoralizing influ- 
ence of the buket-shops do not deceive any- 
body. ‘‘Petty’”” gambling in the small 
shops is no more demoralizing than the 
grand gambling in the big shops known ag 

exchanges, 

To do the New York stock exchange jus- 
tice, they have never made any pretense of 
morality in the business. They want the 
bucket-shops out of the way because these 
‘petty’? gambling places are diverting too 
much business from the grand gambling 
place—the stock exchange. 

The bill which has just become a Jaw in 
New York provides that any person or per- 
sons who shall keep a room to be used for 
making any wagers or bets made to depend 
upon any lot, chance, casualty, unknown or 
contingent event, or on the future price of 
eaher bonds, securities, commodities or 
property of any description whatever, or for 
mnaking any contract for or on account of 
any money, property or thing in action so 
bet or wagered, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, 

These provisions are aimed at the bucket- 
shops, but as these concerns carry on a 
business precisely similar in all respects to 
that of the consolidated exchange, it is 
difficult to see how the latter can escape the 
penalty if it continues to permit speculation 
in futures on margins, It seems to us that 
in trying to drive out competition in its 
gambling schemes, the stock exchange finds 
itself confronted with a boomerang. 

That the gambling in futures is demoral- 
izing, there can be no doubt. The south 
sells its cotton and then buys it back in 
futures, and the result is an annual fleecing 
that takes millions and millions of dollars 
out of this section. 

In the matter of gambling in cotton 
futures, the south is the greenest of green 
lambs, but the abolition of the bucket-shops 
will not mend matters. The operations 
will simply be transferred to the cotton ex- 
change in New York city. The only 
remedy is to abolish by law all . transactions 
on-margins that do not contemplate the 
actual delivery of the articles bought and 
sold. And even this would be a doubtful 
remedy, 

The supreme court has recently delivered 
a decision which may be of interest to the 
speculators who gamble in futures. The 
court says that dealings in futures are ille- 
gal unless there is at the time of the trans- 
action a bona fide intention to actually de- 
liver the goods. It is perfectly lawful for 
one man to sell another 1,000 shares of 
stock, or 1,000 barrels of petroleum, at a 
fixed price, the stock or the oil to be delivy- 
ered at some future time, even though the 
seller has none of the stock or oil in his pos- 
session, and no means of obtaining it ex- 
cept going into the market and buying it. 
But the law will enforce such a contract 
only when it was a bona fide purchase, upon 
a mutual understanding that the stock or 
the petroleum, as the case might be, was 
actually to be delivered. 

If, however, the intention is (as is almost 
alwaysthe case in such transactions) that 
one party shall merely pay the other the 
difference between the price agreed upon 
and the market price, no actual delivery of 
the goods being intended, then the contract 
becomes a gambling one, amd the law will 
have nothing to do with enforcing it. This 
decision of the supreme court reversed the 
decision of the circuit court, which was that 
the contract was legitimate and could be 
enforced, 

It may be said now that the New York 
law is a dead letter unless some wise judge 
shall decide that its provisions apply to the 
big gambling at a8 the exchanges—as 
well as to the eC pe uty” Mccabe. shops.

But the noble woman who for thirty 
years has given him inspiration, ideas, 
energy and intellectual life, while minister- 
ing to his material wants looms up before 
us as the real Tolstoi—the husband is only 
her shadow!

It 
required, it is said, considerable dunning to collect 
the ten per cent, which was done after several days, 
The balance of the purchase money wasdue May 
18th, Mr, Gill did not come forward with the cash. 
He was then allowed till May 20th to settle up. 
Still he tailed to pay over the money, and he is 
now in default, and in danger of losing the cottage, 
along with the ten percent paid, as the sale can 
be declared void and the property be resold. Very 
few Gays more of grace will be allowed Mr, Gill, I 
am informed by the legal representative of the own- 
er, who tells me that beis tired of ‘fooling with a 
man who possesses more sentiment than money,’”’

marks of the. old south in Washington, 


On every corner is to be seen some reminder 
of the past that has not been allowed to take 
the shape of a relic. Washington-Wilkes is 
the finest speci- 
mens of the cid southern mansion that are to 
be found in the country. They are the houses 
that some of the forgotten southern novelists 
described, only to haye their descriptions 
sneered at by northern critics. 


Well! well!—the novelists have gone, and 
the critics have passed away, but tho old man- 
sions, with their fluted columns extending 
from fleor to roof, are still standing in Wash- 
ington- Wilkes. They are a great relief to the 
eye that has grown sick of the conglomerate 
and finicky architecture which modern taste 
affects—the architecture with its gables and 
towers, and its steamboat ornamentation. The 
old mansion in Washington-W ilkes delight the 
eye and rest the mind. ‘Their stateliness sug- 
gests repose, comfort and contentment. 

On this order is the grand old mansion in 
which General Robert Toombs lived. The 
Ephesian was glad to accept an invitation 
from Ifon. Frank Colley to spend a pleasant 
hour or twoin this historic home. On every 
sice there are remifders of the great man who 
made this house famous for its hospitality. 
The intellectual atmosphere that General 
Toombs and his friends created here still 
survive them. The walls of the rooms are 
hung with rave pictures and relics gathered by 
General Toombs in his traveis. 

The most interesting piece of art, however, 
isa portrait of General Toombs’s daughter, 
Mrs. Alexander, by Aealy. ‘This portrait was 
probably painted by Healy shortly after his 
return from Paris, for it is in his best style. It 
ig a very noble piece of work. 

The Ephesian had the pleasure of half an 
hour'’sconvers satioh with Mr. Gabriel Toombs, 
brother of General Toombs. The aftection ex- 
isting between thesetwo brothers was some- 
thing remarkable. At home they were almost 
inseperable and when the general was away 
they kept up an almost daily correspoudence 


Toombs is wonderfully 
brother. He is more sparely built, but his 
features bear a striking resemblance to those 
of the general. Nor does the resemblance end 
here. He is aman with a wonderful intellect, 
and in fluency of conversation and originality 
of ideas he continually reminded the 
Dromio of his more distinguished brother. 

There is this much to be said: If Gabriel 
Toombs had been politically ambitious he 
would have made a name for himself. But he 
preferred to remain at home and attend to his 
farm. He has made a distinguished success as 
a farmer, and he has never failed in any enter- 
prise in which he engaged.

Yesterday morning there was a short ac- 
count of a suspicion of an attempt to break out 
of lulton county ja‘l. 
Coupled with that was the assertion from the 
jailer that nothing of the kind had occurred, 
But it did oceur, nevertheless, 
On Wednesday night the jailer and hfs assistants 
were given warning that such an attempt would be 
made. and they went through a most thorough in« 
vestigation. 
Finding nothing to excite their suspicions, they 
gave upthe search aud pronounced the report un- 
founded. 

THE WINDOW SAWED OUT. 
On Thursday evening the officials were again in- 
formed that there was a breakout impending, and 
when they went to in vestigate they found that the 
outside window of cell No. 5 had been sawed 80 that 
the slightest effort. would disiodge the window, 
casing and all, and.give the prisoners an opportu- 
nity to escape, 
All the inmates exeent five or six white men, 
am ss Whom | were Whitiock, Tolieson, MeCord, 
Reviere and otlers, were cognizant of the meditated 
escape. 

THEY WERE GIVEN AWAY. 
The conspirators were given away. When the 
jail official found that an attempt had been mace 
and had came so near being successiul, they simply 
went and locked up cell No. 5, aud would not admit 
anyone. 
Tbe prisoners decided that Bob Jefireys had told 
about the premediiaicd ailempt to escape, and Bob 
was made to suiler for the sinsofallthe rest. They 
threatened to kill him, and had it not been that he 
was well protected, he would doubtiess have been 
very rouguly dealt with by those who were disap 
po!nted.

THE JAILERS DENY IT. 

The jaiires deny the fact that there was any at- 
tempt toescape.

Friday night, when asked about the matter, they 
said that simply an old iron bur had been 
found in a_i e@ell, which had been used 
n digging upthe lime around the bottom of the 
base Loard of the celts. 

They knew nothing of any attemp tto escape. 

But why was cell No, 5 loeked up? 

Trrat is a question that seemed to getaway with 
the officials,

“Oh, some three hundred people.”’ 

“Who were last in there? 

‘Couldn't tell without referring to our books.” 

“Can I see inside the celi? 

“After Unele Billie Forsyth has got through with

Meeting Hon. A. ©O. Bacon in Atlanta on 
Thursday, Tne ConsitiutTion reporter asked 
his opinion of the proposed university bill. 

“T received,” he said, *‘a telegram from Mr. 
Grady a: king me to give my views on the sub- 
ject. In consequence [ have made a very 
careful examination of the synopsis of the bill 
published in Sunday’s CONSTITUTION, ana I am 
prepared to say that I approve its general fea- 
frucs most thoroughly.

“The siate has become fully committed to 
the policy of the public schools, and the private 
schoo}s of ner days have disappeared. The 
conunen Scliools now maintained by the state 
mre ulleriy thadeqnate to the pul pose,and unless 
these compion schools are made eflicient, there 
will be no proper education of the children of 
Georgia, outside of a few cities which main- 
tain theh 

“The proposed plan will largely increase the 
efficiency of the common schools; it will place 
an institution for higher education tn each con- 
gressional district, within easy reach of the 
youth of each section, and, in addition to the 
teclinologival and the girls’ industrial schools, 
it will crown the whole system’. with 
a grand university, otticered by the 
most learned = and competent  profes- 
sors on the continent, a diploma from 
which will mean what it savs,and will be 
money in the pocket of the young man who 
will Jearn enough to get one.” 

“Whatdo you understand by the expression 
that the diploma from the university will 
mean what it says ?’’ : 

“Well, L intend by that to say that if a stu- 
dent is graduated, for instance, as a civil 
eng neer. or a chemist, or a linguist, bis 
diploma will be accepted by the public as a 
guarantee that he can be safely employed, 
Without further inquiry, as a civil 
€Cuginecr, or chemist, or linguist, With 
@ standard sgutliciently high and with 
thorough qualification as the only test of grad- 
uation, a diploma from the university would 
be of greater money value toa young man than 
a@ large bank account. 

“This can only be accomplished by giving to 
the university, money enough to secure as in- 
structors the very best equipped professors on 
the continent. 

“The people will be more ready to give 
money liberally to the university when they ses 
that it equips young men for the active, Jucra- 
tive ayocations. There isa broader view of it, 
however. Al things being equal that people 
will be the inmost powerful, the most cultured 
and the richest, where the standard of educa- 
ton is the highest. 

*“Weshould not shut our eyes to the indis- 
putable fact, that, as compared not only with 
the northern but with the southern states, 
Georgia lags far behind most of them in the 
Opportunities for higher education which she 
Kives to her sons,”? 

_ “What do you think of the scholarship idea 
in the proposed bill?” 

“That is undoubtedly one of the best fea- 
tures in the whole scheme. It places free 
University education, including all personal 
expenses, within the reach of every meritori- 
Ous young man in the state. At the same 
tine he enjoys it not as a charity, but as the 
reward of a personal effort of which he may 
Weis ve proud for all time.’ 

“Do you think the State road can be rented 
for enough to carry out the purposes of the 
proposed bill?’’

‘Another fact worthy of notice is this—there 
is no woman’s rights about it. The girls are 
taught to be helpmates and to make an honest 
and comfortable livelihood in ease they are 
left dependent on their ownlabor. But it’s 
all done in a modest, womanly way. The 
training is toa woman’s mind whathealth is 
to her body—it strengthens and improves and 
beautifies. There is{no unsexing or unseemli- 
ness about it. 

‘The original cost of the school—grounds, 
building and equipment--was $155,000. Fifty 
thousand dollars of that amount was conuated 
by the city of Columbus. That sounds like 
Atlanta. Coluinbus has a_ population 
of 6,000 or 7,000, and about half of these are 
white. The $50,000 was raised by private sub- 
scription amongst the white people—just think 
of it! The school is beautifully located inside 
the city limits. The main building is 175x185 
feet, and the lot is 1,050x1,0s0j/feet. The chapel 
seats 1,000 people. The sanitary arrangements 
about the buildings and grounds are simply 
perfect. 

‘Columbus itselfis a hospitable and flourish- 
ing little city, and the prettiest place L ever 
saw. I[t is growing rapidly now, and the 
money donated that school is bearing royal 
interest, 

“It must not be forgotten,” urged the doc- 
tor, ‘‘that the collegiate course is not made a 
secondary or inferior consideration. There 
isn’t a finer female college in the 
southern — states. Besides the four-year 
college course there is a two-year normal 
schoo] course to train teachers. 

“The collegiate course doesn’t interfere with 
the industrial course—the industrial course 
doesn’t interfere with the collegiate course, 
Houest work, I believe, isa natural stimulus, 
an inspiration to the intellect. Practical ideas 
come naturally from contact with practica 
things. The two courses are separate and dis- 
tinct, and each helps the other. 

‘The idea,”’ coneluded Dr. Hopkins, ‘‘was 
brilliantand promising -as a theory. Actual 
experiment—typical in that institute at Co- 
lumbus—has yielded success greater than the 
most sauguine expected. The realization of 
the dream has been. brighter than the dream. 

“Friends of the movement in Georgia need 
not fear to commit themselves. There can be 
no doubt now as tothe feasability of the plan.” 

Judge Heese Says It Is Constitutional 

WASHINGTON, Ga,, June il, 1889.—H. W. 
Grady, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: Your tele- 
gram of June the 10th instant, asking my views 
on the constitutionality of Dr. Felton’s pro- 
posed bill, as outlined in THE CoNsTITUTION 
of June the {th, was duly received on _ yester- 
day. Various sections of the constitution of 
1877 must be considered in answering the ques- 
tion, Isthescheme of Dr. Felton constitu- 
tional? Paragraph 14, section 1, article 1 of 
the constitution of 1877 furnishes no answer to 
the question, as it refers solely to taking money 
from the public treasury to aid directly or in- 
directiy any church, sector denomination of 
religionists. Paragraph 1, section 16, article 7 
of the constitution of 1877 prohibits the general 
assembly from granting any donation or grat- 
uity to any person, corporation or association— 
this paragraph does not answer the ques- 
tion proposed. According to article 7, 
section 1, the objects for which money raised 
by taxation can be appropriated are carefully 
enumerated; and so far as they refer to educa- 
tion, only the education in the common schools 
is embraced in this section. Section 6, of arti- 
cle 8 of the constitution of 1577, declares that 
in addition to the paymentof interest on the 
debt due the university, the general assembly 
inay from time to time make such donations 
thereunto as the oonudition of the treasury will 
authorize. It is clear that this article enlarges 
the provisions of article 7. Nefering to section 
13. of article 7 of the constitution of 1877, it 
will be seen that while the preceeds of a sale 
of the State road are mortgaged to certain 
public creditors, nothing is said about the pro- 
ceeds of the rental of the State road; which, 
therefore, will gointo the public treasury, to 
be appropriated with other funds therein as 
funds raised by taxation. From this review it 
appears that there ig no constitutional difti- 
culty in the appropriation of money from the 
public treasury to aid the university if the con- 
dition of such treasury will admit it. Now, 
does the term ‘“‘university’’ include all that 
the plan of Dr. Felton embraces? His propo- 
sition is, under the term ‘‘university,”’ to in- 
clude more branch colleges, an industrial col- 
lege for girls, a college for the special benefit 
of agricu!turists and Jarge donations tothe uni- 
versity for the increase of professors and es- 
tablishment of prize scholarships. Under his 
plan the untversity is to be extended to many 
places in the state; to educate males and fe- 
males: to teach in addition to the usual studies 
pursued at a university, techology, agriculture 
and female industries. Isee nce difficulty in 
holding that females may be taught atthe 
university, and whether the departmeni for 
the instruction of females is located one 
mile or tifty miles from the university seems 
to me a mnatter of indifference. 1f that depart- 
ment for the instruction of females is under the 
actual control of the board of trustees which 
governs the university, then aid to it from the 
public treasury appears to me to be constitution- 
a}. As to the ten branch colleges, if asubstan- 
tial portion of the studies taught in the univer- 
sity are also taught in them, and these coileges 
are under the actual control of the trustees of 
the university, as the Technolegical ce liege 
now is, then “the constitutionality of voting 
money to their aid from the public treasury 
may also be maintained. The constitutionality 
of ai ling the Tex hnologica school comes up 
fully to the tests herein prescribed—therein a 
substantial portion of studies taught at the 
university is taught and the control of the 
trustees of the university over itisactual. If 
the college for the training of agriculturalists 
is conducted on the same plan that of teaching 
studies taught in the university so faras 
is necessary to an agricultural education, and 
this justitution is under the actual control of 
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ical school, then such institutions may be 

maintained from the public treasury. AS to 

the other important featares of Ir. Felton’s 

proposed bili—the increase of professorships, 

the additional compensation to professors, and 

the prize scholarships—there can be no objec- 
on the ground of constitutionailty 

these great changes in the 
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A considerable proportion of persons trained 
for educational work should certainly consti- 
tute a part of the board of trustees of the uni- 
versity. Two trustees well selected from 
each, congressional districts with three others 
from the town of Athens equally well chosen, 
would make a powerful, harmonious and use- 
ful board of trustees. And this organization 
will be vastly more efticient if it has a limited 
compensation sufiicient to cover actual ex- 
penses while engaged in public work. Many 
persons eminently fisted for such work cannot 
afford to give the time, labor and money nec- 
eseury toa faithful performance of the work 
of atrustee of the university. Respectfully 
yours, ?

Mayor Glenn Approves the Plan, 

Mayor Glenn said:

I believe in com- 
mon schools for the reason that it is ten times 
as hard for moral agenciestoreach an illiterate 
man and influence him for his own good as it 
is for them to reach one who can read and 
write. It patsthe masses in reach of good 
influences and makes government easier. I 
believe in technical education because it mul- 
tiplies the earning power of labor and in- 
sures its steady and profitable employment 
while it develops in a wonderful way the 
inanunfacturing interest of the state, giving to 
industry that diversity which promotes happi- 
ness. I believe in higher education because it 
brings out the best that isin a man. If there 
is any good in him, and there is in most 
people, it will help him develop it to the 
greatest possible extent. You can’t find among 
the men who have had the advantage of 
higher education one who would not gladly 
see it given to every boy who can take on that 
growth, The plan on the whole is practicable, 
equitable to all parts and all citizens of the 
state, and I think will commend itself to the 
people and to the legislature. 

Senator Dupree’s Indorsement. 

Hon. John Dupree, president pro tei of the 
senate, in speaking of THE CoNSTITUTION’S 
accoun. of the bill, said: 

“Tt has my hearty indorsement. Anything I 
can do for the cause of higher education, 
lower education, or any kind of education will 
be done cheerfully. I will support such a bill 
with the greatest pleasure, and I believe that 
a@ large majority of the senate is in favor of 
such a measure. The time has come when 
Georgia must take an emphatic stand for the 
cause of education.” 

What a Business Man Thinks. 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby, president of the chamber 
of commerce, said: ‘I read rather hastily the 
plan set forth in Tur Constitution of Sun- 
day forasystem of higher education in Geor- 
gia. Ihave not considered it in detail, but 
from what 1 saw of it, [ think itis very com- 
mendable, and I don’t think that a body of the 
intelligence of the Georgia legislature will 
take long to discuss it before passing laws to 
carry it into effect. 

“Not being an educated man, and hay- 
ing left school when I was_ twelve 
I have gotten the little education I possess 
by reading the newspapers and by contact 
With men. Nevertheless, in my business, I 
continually feel the need of a higher education, 
and I don’t think such an education could 
hurt any one.

I believein technical 
education, as sek, Se to the mechanie arts in 
the technological school, and I believe in it as 
applied to agriculture in a thorough system of 
agricultural education in connection with 
experimental farms. I believe alsoin techni- 
cal education ina Girls’ Industrial school, 
where they will learn not only everything in 
good housekeeping so as to direct their house- 
holds well whether they are able to have ser- 
vants or not, but learn also those arts by which 
women can be independent when thrown on 
their own resources. I believe in it ail, com- 
mon schools, teclinical and higher education.”’

Interviews With Leading Citizens Upon 

Higher Education. 

Maron, Ga., June 15.-—[Special./|—Your 
correspondent has interviewed quite a number 
of leading citizens of Macon on the editorial in 
last Sunday’s Constitution on ‘Higher Edu- 
cation in Georgia,’’ and the general scheme as 
outlined in the synopsis of the educational bill 
that will be introduced in the next legislature, 
anda cordial and earnest indorsement was 
given by many of these gentlemen, who are 
eminent in the law and other professions, and 
hold important public positions of trust and 
responsibility. In order to show the drift and 
tenor of expression on the subject, a few opin- 
ions are here given. 

lion. Washington Dessau, law partner of 
Senator C. L. Bartlett, says: 

‘*T have very carefully considered the plans 
for ‘higher education in Georgia,’ as set forth 
in Sunday’s CONSTITUTION. 

“T think the plan suggested isa great move 
inthe right direction. But above all things 
else, the state must not look to federal aid. 
Let Georgia educate her citizens with her own 
money. I cannot conceive of a better use to 
which the State road can be put than to sus- 
tain the educational interests of the state.”’ 

Hon. N. E. Hariis, chairman of the board of 
school of technology, thus expresses himself: 

“T think the scheme proposed a good one in 
the main, It seems to me that the nearer you 
can bring the higher academic or collegiate edu- 
cation to the doors of the young men the better 
it-will be for them in every way. The univer- 
sity could then take the position to which her 
friends have long looked forward. She would 
become a university in fact for giving to the 
students who attend the same, the highest 
possible culture of a finishing school.” 

Professor B. M. Zettler, superintendent of 
Bibb county public schools, says: 

“The scheme proposed in THe Constitv- 
TION is an admirable thing. What we need 
today is to have education in Georgia systema- 
tized. We need an eflicient common schoo! 
system ; a system of high schools or academies, 
with a weil equipped state university at the 
head.”’ 

Macon, Ga., June 15.—Senator C. L, Bart 
lett says: 

‘‘T have not seen the bill, and cannot yet 
commit myself to its support.

Macon, Ga. June 15.—Hon. W. B. Hill says: 
‘*‘T am a friend of Emory college because it is 
the institution of the church to which I be- 
long; Iam afriend to Mercer university, be- 
cause it isan institution of Macon; I am a 
friend of the University of Georgia, because it 
is my alma mater. These conflicting allegi- 
ances are embarassing to me and to many 
others. A divided duty always causes dis 
tress. I would be glad to see the general as- 
sembly of Georgia remove all friction which 
growes out of the conflicting intefests men- 
tioned by making the institution at Athens a 
real university, worthy of the name. Athens 
ought not to compete with Oxford, and Macon 
for college students. Itoughtto be the seat 
of a great university, to which graduates of 
these and other institutions might resort for 
special university training. On this line, I am 
heartily in favor of any policy which devises 
liberal things for the State university, and am 
in sympathy with Tite CONSTITUTION’S edi- 
torial on ‘Higher Education in Georgia.’ ’’

The old-fashioned mothers want their grandchi!- 
dren taught that marriage is not a means to an end, 
namely, a yearly support. We wish to see them 
trafned to be able to support themselves, and have 
some left fortnose dear to them. Then, and not 
until then. will this endless discuasion of ‘Is mar- 
riace a failure?’ cease, and the fear of being an old 
maid, dependent on relatives, will not rise like 

Janzuo’s ghost to poison every pleasure iu life. 

To this end the old-fashioned mother wishes the 
brave men and women God speed in their noble 
effurt tor the elevation of women in Georgia.

Numerous propositions have been made 
the company by eastern concerns to make 
their machipes on contract, but, those 
at the head of the conipany decided to make 
the machine a purely Atlanta enterprise. At- 
lanta genius invented the machine, Atlanta 
capital is backing it, and Atlanta people will 
reap the benefit of it. 

A conference was held yesterday between 
representatives of the LDrosius company and 
Major Belknap and Elon, Pat Calhoun, of the 
Central road, looking to an agreeable arrange- 
ment for terminal, side-track and other facili- 
ties. The conference was a most satis 
factory one, and the railroad  oflicials 
were very favorable toward the com- 
pany, signifying their intention of doing all 
they could to foster and further the Brosius, 
as well as all other enterprises which loéated 
on their line. 

The contracts between the Central road and 
the Brosius company will be signed some time 
next week, 

It is expected that the company will have 
their plant completed and in full blast by the 
first of November. 

Chancellor Boges, of the State university, 
was in the city yesterday, and subscribed 
for $5,000 of the Brosius stock. In making his 
subscription he remarked that he had two 
reasons for doing so. The first was that he 
was sure of his investment, and the other was 
because by 80 doing he would aid an enterprise 
which would be of inestimable benefit to wo- 
man.
